Mrs, Wagener and the policeman 
worked on Mrs. Sellers for half an hour 
before she was awakened. Then she 
was taken to her home. 

Separated From Husband: 

Sellers is only 22 years old and 
has had trouble with her husband, 
from whom she is separated. She for- 
merly lived in Topeka, and excitement 
during the day is followed by sleep- 
walking at night. 

On her walk of Sept. 2 she was in her 
bare feet and ciad only in her night 
dress. In this abbreviated costume she 
walked and ran five miles. When she 
was stopped by Sergt. John S. Fleming 
her feet were bleeding. On this walk 
she was accompanied by her pet dog. 
In her walk of Friday night she was 
fully dressed with the exception of a 
hat. 

Moving picture shows often excite 
Mrs. Sellers so that she escapes from 
her home that night and walks around 
the neighborhood, her relatives say, 
and after each walk she is so exhausted 
that she is confined to her bed. The 
walks afe usually followed by ilinsss 
leaving her in a state of collapse. 

Fears Her Husband. 

She says she fs in constant dread of 
her husband and during both her wak- 
ing an@ sleeping hours she is startled 
when eter the déorbell rings for fear it 
may be her husband, who, according to 
her statement, mistreated her and left 
her clouded with dread of ever seeing 
him. 

While at the home of her cuanibinatline 
near Bland, Mo., last summer, Mrs. Sell- 
ers received a letter from a friend say- 
ing that Sellers was looking for her. 
Since then she has lived in terror of 
meeting him and her slieep-walking is an 
effort to get away when she fears the 
approach of her husband.

Mrs. Dorothy. Swinney, at her home, 
1221 Pine street, Saturday, told of a 
Suicide agreement with Frederick L. 
Kinsey, the Mechanics-American Bank 
watchman, who killed himself by jump- 
ing from the third floor window of a 
Wichita (Kan.) hotel late Friday af- 
ternoon. 

Mrs. Swinney admitted that she 
left her husband, Jefferson Swinney; to 
be near Kinsey. 

‘ Drinks Carbolic Acid, 

While her husband held her hand Mrs. 
Swinney told a reporter that a week ago 
she and Kinsey agreed to jump off the 
Eads Bridge together, but that Kinsey 
vPacked out.’’ 

She said that she and Kinsey met in 
July, and that shortly after this she 
agreed to leave her husband and go 
‘with Kinsey to a rooming house at 
2207 Locust street. Her 12-year-old gon, 
Clarence, accompanied her, .and she 
and Kinsey had separate apartments. 

Kinsey left the rooming house last 
Tuesday. Mrs. Swinney wrote several 
notes, asking him to return to her, 
When he did not reply to her messages, 
she drank carbolic acid Thursday 
night. These notes, full of endearing 
terms, were found in his room by the 
police Saturday morning. 

Letters from two other women were 
found in Kinsey’s suit case. The police 
took the letters to headquarters to de- 
liver them to the.Coroner. One was 
from a girl who signed herself Ethel 
and gave her address at 205 South 
Twelfth street. The writer asked Kin- 
sey to take her away from St. Louis 
to get her out of communication with

her friends. 

Another letter was from Miss Pearl 
Morrill of Newton’ Mo. The girl..eaid:

no letter from him. She cautioned Kin- 
sey not to tell the other woman that 
she had written to him. 

At the city hospital it was found that 
Mrs. Swinney’s condition was not seri- 
ous and she was discharged Saturday 
after a reconciliation with her husband. 

Investigation showed that a note ad- 
dressed to Kinsey was left at the Burns 
Hotel, 1915 Market street, Friday night. 
Kinsey had lived there for several 
months. 

“See Me Sure,” Says Note. 

Mrs. C. G. Burns, proprietor of the 
hotel, told a Post-Dispatch reporter the 
note was delivered bya small, well- 
dressed man. It read: 

- “Mr, Kinsey. Kind Sir: 
at 6:30 to see you, and I will be here 
again between 9 and 10. The party 
from Locust street is in the hospital, 
and she asked me to tell you a few 
things. See me, sure.”’

Federal Attorney Astonishes 
Court by Arraignment of 
Ironworkers’ Official. 


SAYS HE DOUBLE-CROSSED 


Miller Declares This Defendant 
Quarreled With J. B. Mc- 
— Over Plots. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. &—Her- 


bert S. Hockin, said by Ortie E. Me- 
Manigal to have been one of the orga- 
nizers of the “‘dynamiting crew,” has 
given information against the other de- 
fendants in the trial of the accused “‘dy- 
namite plotters,” according to a state- 
ment by District Attorney Charles W. 
Miller, made in court today. 

According to McManigal, Hockin, 
who is acting secretary-treasurer of 
the International Association of 
Bridge and Structural Ironworkers, 
was as bold as were the McNamaras 
in causing explosions against em- 
ployers of non-union labor and was 
an “inventor” of the “alarm clock” 
scheme by which the Los Angeles 
Times Building was blown up. 

Hockin was in the courtroom with 
the other defendants today. He just 
had been severely arraigned by Miller 
as a prime mover in the dynamite 
plots. 

“Hockin has been double-clossing 
everybody,” said Miller. Hée not only 
-Aouble-crossed McMahigal, but he 
even .double-crossed the union. He 
has been double-crossing it and dou- 
ble-crossing these defendants ever 
since. 

“T will not stop now to tell you just 
how he personally delivered evidence 
here at the Federal Building, this evi- 
dence tendi to incriminat® other 
defendants. will tell you all about 
it later.” 

Charge Causes Sensation. 

Miller’s statement caused a sensation 
in court. All the 4 other defendants 
looked toward Hockin, who sat in their 
midst, his head buried in a newspaper. 

Next to Frank M. Ryan, nresident of 
the Ironworkers’ Union, Hockin had 
been considered the most prominent of 
the defendants. At the Ironworkers’ 
International Headquarters he occu- 
pied the same desk formerly used by J, 
-J. McNamara, now in prison in Califor- 
hia. He was present at a raid made in 
the fronworkers’ office soon after Mc- 
Namara’s arrest. While the Federal 
grand jury later was investigating the 
dynamiting cases he often had been 
seen going tn and out of the Federal 
Building carrying bundles of papers. 

Long before the Los Angeles Times 
building was blown up, Miller declared, 
a quarrel between McManigal, Hockin 
and James B. McNamara over the 
fixed price which was to be paid for 
aynamiting jobs, occurred, and McMan-. 
.. {gat threatened to expose the others. 
'. Miller: narrates the alleged quarrel as 
-. follows: 
; ‘McManigal said: ‘T have a notion 
to quit this business and give it away.” 

“If you 40, your life won't be worth 
much,” replied’ Hockin. 

Lm a sey McManigal’s Money. 

“Hockin had been keeping back part 
of McManigal’s money. They patched 
up their differences and James B. Mc- 
Namara went t@ California and did 
his destructive work there. But as soon 
as the Government's investigation be- 
gan, Hockin began to double-cross the 
union by apparently bringing evidence 
directly to the Federal buildings.

LOOT 1S $10,000 


Kansas City Southern Boarded 
by Masked Men Who Dyna- 
mite 2 Safes in Express Car. 


WESTVILLE. Ok.,, Oct. 5 —Four 
masked men held up Kansas City South- 
ern passenger train No. 4, northbound, 
three and a half miles north of Poteau 
last night, ransacked the mail, blew 
open the safe in the express car and 
escaped into the wood-covered hills that 
skirt the railroad. 

It is estimated that the robbers took 
about $10,000. A bank at Heavenor, OK., 
is said to have had $7000 in the express 
safe. A few registered letters were 
taken from the mail car. Passengers 
were not molested. 

The men boarded the train as it 
etopped at a crossing a short distance 
from Poteau. Crawling over the tend- 
er, two of them covered the engineer 
and fireman with revolvers, while the 
others robbed ‘the mail and express carw. 

After wrecking the express car safev 
with nitroglycerin, the robbers entered 
the mail car and demanded all the 
“through” mail. 

Refusing to accept the clerk’s word 
that there was none, they ransacked 
the pouches, getting not more than a 


dozen letters that are believed to con-" 


tain little of value. The work done, 
the robbers ordered the trainmen to 
‘‘zo ahead,” commanding them not to 
look back, and disappeared. Posses or- 
ganized at Poteau went in pursuit. 

Boy Sees Bandits Board 

William West, 12 years old, who re. 
sides near by, saw the men climb 
aboard. Two:men went into the express 
and baggage car. 

Young West saw the men who en- 
tered the express car brandish their re- 
volvers and called to passengers that 
robbers were aboard. His cries were 
disregarded. Two miles further on a 
man on the tender cut the air and 
brought the train to a stop. As he did 
s0, he leaped to the ground and the 
bandits inside the express car started 
to work. 

L. H. Kerr, express messenger, and 
J. L. Williams, baggageman, both of 
Kansas City, at the point of revolvers 
were driven behind a pile of trunks and 
were forced to turn their backs while 
the bandits worked. . 

There were two safes aboard, a local 
safe containing packages to be delivered 
along the route, and another containing 
valuables for Kansas City and points 
beyond. Both were wrecked, 

The top of the local safe was blown 
through the roof of the car. During 
the explosion the mask of one robber 
was blown off. Kerr believes he can 
identify the men. 

Every one on the train was so fright- 
ened that there was no resistance to 
the robbers. Conductor J..B. Seisk ran 
into a bandit standing cuard, when Seisk 
stépped from the train to learn why it 
had stopped. The bandit said: ‘Oh, 
please, chappie, get back, or I’ll have 
to blow. our your light.”

A special meeting of the House of 
Delegates’ was held Saturday to give 
the bill a second reading. Another spe- 
cial meeting will be held Monday or 
Tuesday to pass it. It will then be 
sent to the Council. The amendments 
must be certified to the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners by Oct. 16 to get 
on the ballot. |

GRAND PRIX RAGE 


Fiat Driver Closely Pressed by 
Bragg and De Palma at the 
End of 205 Miles. ° 


RACE COURSE, WAUWATOSA, Wis., 
Oct. &.—Teddy Tetzlaff lost his lead to 
Caleb Bragg, both driving Fiat Cars, 
at the end of the 244th mile in the 
Grand Prix automobile road race today 
for a prize of $10,000. A broken piston 
rod put Tetzlaff out of the race. 

He was the fifth to fall out because 
of mechanical troubles and minor ac- 
cidents up to that time, leaving a field 
of seven, with Bragg closely pressed by 
Ralph de Palma in a Mercedes car. 

At the end of 275 mfles Bragg led 
de Palma by more’ than 9 minutes. 
Bergdoll: vas in third place, two laps 
behind Bragg. Anderson was in 
fourth _ place, | four laps behind Bragg. 
Oldfield-was fifth. 

Bragg, awho-<-untit ihis morning had 
declined to start in the race, because 
of the death, Tuesday, of his friend, 
David L. Bruce-Brown, was 2 min- 
utes 39 seconds behind Tetzlaff and 
driving hard, also with a Fiat car, to 
cut down this lead. | 

De Palma, driving a Mercedes, was 
in third place, 2 minutes and 2 seconds 
behind Bragg at this stage of the race. 
Bergdall, with a Benz car, was fourth. 

The three-cornered fight, between 
Tetzlaff, Bragg and De Palma kept a 
crowd estimated at 75,000 persons at 
a high pitch of excitement. Each of 
the three leading drivers took first 
position for a time, only to lose it 
when forced to stop at the pits for 
tires or gasoline. 

At the end of 75 miles Tetzlaff was 
leading Bragg by 15 seconds, de 
Palma had taken third place and was 
nearing Bragg. Bergdall was well 
up in fourth position. The speed av- 
eraged for this distance was 75.5 
miles an hour. 

Goes Through Bunkers. 

Louis Fontane attempted to send his 
Lozier car around the south Fond du 
lac road turn at too high speed, and 
ran through the bunkers of baled hay 
on the outer edge of the turn, and into 
the fence. Neither he nor his mechani- 
cian was seriously<hurt, and he re- 
sumed the race. 

After losing first position by a change 
of his right rear tire at & miles, Tetz- 
laff began to make up lost time rapidly, 
and at 100 miles was a minute behind 
Bragg. He then drove the fastest lap 
of the race, up to this point, going 
sround the 7.88-mile course in 6 min- 
utes 7 seconds. He gained 34 seconds 
on Bragg in this lap. This was at a 
speed of 77 1-5 miles an hour. At 110 
miles Tetzlaff was but 8seconds behind 
Bragg, and was putting up a masterly 
drive to regain the lead. 

At the end of 100 miles, or practically 
one-fourth of the total distance, Bragg 
led Tetzlaff by 1 minute, 1 second. De 
Palma was in third place, Horan was

Letter From California W. Cc. T.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 5.—Mrs. 
Gertrude Atherton no more will smoxe 
cigarettes in public—at least not in this 
country. The California novelist was 
handed a letter today from a W. C. T. 
U. leader, said to have been written in 
behalf of 1000 women of Los Angeles. 
It was much different in tone from an 
open letter of President Robertson of 
the Anti-Cigarette League, which ad- 
vised Los Angeles women to remain 
away from the meetings addressed by 
the novelist. 

The writer, Mrs. Martha Law, State 
lecturer of the W. C. T. U., set forth 
the efforts of that organization to have 
enacted an anti-cigarette law and re- 
gretted, “that one so well known and 
respected in California as yourself 
should set an example that must tell 
against our endeavors in this direc- 
tion.’”’ 

After perusing the letter, Mrs. Ather- 
ton announced her decision to refrain 
from smoking in public as long as she 
remained on this side of the Atlantic. 

“I do not smoke much, anyhow,” she 
said.

If Council Approves It Line Can 


- Deliver Coal Without Ar- 
bitrary Charge. 


The bill granting the St, Louis Elec- 
tric Terminal Railway, a subsidiary 
corporation of the McKinley system, the 
right to connect with the Terminal 
Railroad Association tracks at 4iall 
street, was passed unanimously by the 
House of Delegates Friday night. 

Several amendments. were tacked on 
to the bill before it was passed. One 
of the amendments prohibits the com- 
pany from hauling freight west of 
Broadway, and another” provides that 
the company shall have no right to in- 
stall additional service or tracks in 
the district bounded ‘by’ Ninth * street 
and the river, and Fair avenue and Mal- 
linckrodt street. 

The bill was reported out of the Rall- 
roads Committee with a favorable rec- 
ommendation. Delegate Gallagher filed 
a minority report requesting that it be 
sent to the Public Service Commission 
for a report. 

The bill will now go to the Council. If 
it is pagsed, it will give the McKinley 
system a connection with the Terminal 
Railroad Association, and enable it to 
deliver coal in St. Louis without a 
bridge arbitrary charge. 


Schedule of Coal Rates, 
The company has filed with the In- 


terstate Commerce Commission a 
schedule of 42 cents a ton from the HV- 
linois fields to St. Louis, which is 0 
cents a ton less than the tariff of the 
Terminal railroads. 

The company has installed facilities 
for handling coal in large quantities st 
its North St. Louis yards. The objést 
in seeking the franchise to connect with 
the Terminal tracks was te enable the 
company to make delivery of coal to #1 
industries in St. Louls on railroad cr 
switch tracks. 

The McKinley cars can be delivered 
by the company to the Terminal at the 
Hall street tracks, and then switched to 
any part 6f the city. The rate to be 
charged for this service by the McKin- 
ley system, according to its officials, 
will be from $2 to $4 a car below present 
rates.

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“LOST PARK” LAND 


City Hall Records Disclose Mis- 
souri Pacific’s Franchise Ex. 
pired 39 Years Ago. * 


An examination of old records at the 
city hall in tracing the title to the 
“lost park” on the levee front at North 
Market street has revealed some other 
interesting features of levee occupation, 
The Missouri Pacific Railroad Company 
has tracks along the levee although its 
franchise expired 39 years ago. The 
Wabash operates its main freight tracks 
along the wharf and through the “lost 


park’ under a franchise which expired 
in 1897. 

A clause in the franchise under which 
the Missouri Pacific tracks were laid 
provides that the railroad shall forfeit 
to the city $1000 for each day the com- 
pany allows its tracks to remain after 
the expiration of the grant on January 
1, 1873. If this penalty should be col- 
lected now the amount due the city 
would be $14,500,000. The franchise di- 
rects that the tracks must be torn up 
and the atreets restored at the ex- 
piration of the term. 

The tracks now operated by the Mis- 
souri Pacific from Poplar to Carr streets 
on the levee as a part of its belt line 
were laid during the Civil War as a 
“military necessity” by Gen. Fremont, 
under orders from the War Department. 
The tracks connected with the Wabash 
at Carr street and extended to an in- 
cline to the river at Chouteau avenue, 
and were used to transport army pro- 
vision cars from ferryboats crossing the 
river. 

Has No Agreement With City. 

This line later became a part of the 
Pacific Railroad Co. of Missouri belt 
‘ine under ordinance 7829 passed by the 
Municipal Assembly July 8, 1870. The 
grant was made in an effort to provide 
joint terminal facilities for the transfer 
of freight between the railroads enter- 
ing St. Louis and the boats plying on 
the river. The grant was to expire Jan. 
1, 1872, but was later renewed for one 
year by Ordinance 7897. The Pacific Rail- 
road became a part of the Missourl Pa- 
cific, and that company %as since oper- 
ated the levee front tracks without 
compensation to, or agreement with, the 
city. 

The Pacific Raflroad extended its 
levee tracks into Carondelet under 
Ordinance 7962, passed Feb. 15, 1872. This 
gave the railroad several miles of right- 
of-way along the river front. This 25- 
year franchise expired Feb, 15, 1897, but 
the Missouri Pacific continues to oper- 
ate the tracks. . 

The Wabash Railroad operates its 
double-track main freight Une and 
switch tracks on the river front under 
a 2-year franchise granted Aug. 
17, 1872, to the St. Louls, Kansas 
City & Northern Railway Co., by Ordi- 
nance 8097. This grant expired Aus. 
17, 1897, but the Wabash continues to 
operate its tracks. 

Track Once Buried, Now tn Vae. 

The Wabash “found” a buried switcn 
track in a St. Louis street about 15 
years ago, and it now is in operation. 
At that time the company sent a gang 
of workmen to lay a switch track at 
Ashley street. The men, in digging for 
a solid bed, found a railroad track 
buried two feet under the surface. This 
track turned out to be a forgotten 
switch ilaid by the Wabash ‘several 
years before and had become buried by 
rubbish at the old dumping ground there 
The track was raised to the surface | 
and has since been In use. 

The franchise of the Terminal (Wig- 
gins Ferry belt) north of Carr street and 
south of Valentine street will expire 
June 11, 1918, that being the expiration 
of its 80-year grant. That portion of 
the tracks between Valentine and Carr 
streets is operated under a 8-year fran- 
chise granted by Ordinance 16,084, which 
will expire March 2%, 1921. When the 
grants expire An 1913 the Terminal will 
have the legal right to continue its belt 
line between Valentine and Carr streets, 
but will have no outlet north or south, 
if it obeys its franchise and ceases to 
operate its tracks at its expiration. 

The Merchants’ Bridge tracks on the 
levee are now controlled by the Termi- 
nal and were authorized under Ordi- 
nance 14,078 granting a franchise for 56 
years, expiring July 8, 1837. It pays to 
the city $5000 a year for this right. The 
Iron Mountain operates its levee lines 
under a 50-year grant, for which it pays 
the city nothing.

It was 
wholly ignored from the sanitary point 
of view and was therefore tolerated 
with equanimity and permitted to have 
its way. Sciencs, however, has thrown 
its searchlight upon the fly and laid 
bare the vicious character of this seem- 
‘ingly innecent and innocuous insect. 

It was readily shown that the fly is 
an active agent in the dissemination of 
many virulent diseases. It spreads the 
germs of tuberculosis. It is a dissemin- 
ator of typhoid fever. It ocsgrries con- 
tagion of al] kinds from those that aro 
il) to those that are well.
